The pastor is using the sacristy oz the new church 
for his ofrice, 

It is quite evident that with a large builuing program on hand, the financial 
obligations would be a problem. Trinity has, however, a number of members who 
have had both the means anu willingness to stand by. Loans have been received at 
from individuals and banks, which in tur: have been endorsed by individual board 
members. ‘There are a number of outstanding bills which, together with the loans, 
are due and payable at this time. Everything has been done to economize, ‘he 
pastor has voluntarily reduced his salary $400 per yeur. The financial secretary 
who was voted a remuneration of $100 per year has refused to accept it. ‘he 
organist and janitor service has been given gratis again this yeur. We sincerely 
request that every member do his or her part in supporting the financial necds 
of our church.

But even if this be true, there is al ways 
some new and definate phase of the work as it is carried on with- 
in the year. 


THE USE OF THE MEANS OF GRACE: 

1. The Word of God. God works through the Means of Grace in his 
church. By preaching and teaching of God's Holy Word and by admi- 
nistering the Sacraments, the Church is built and continued.The 
spiritual strength and vitality of a congregation is generally 
measured and judged by the way its members attend the services 

on the Lord's day and crowd the communion table when the Lord's 
Supper is celebrated. A congregation which is faithful and cons- 
tant in worship, making proper and reverent use of the Means of 
Grace, is growing in Christ, in Christian life, and usually in 
members. 

The usual schedule for services have been followeé: Sunday Morn- 
ing Worship 11:00 o'clock and evening Worship at 7:30 for winter 
months and 8:00 o'clock for the summer. The First Sun. eve. of 
each month a festive Song service has been held with a program

6.FINANCES: The financial reports submittea to this meeting tell 
their own story. On the whole this has been a good year. There 

has been a decrease, however,in the budget for current expences 
amounting to $177.53 less than lest year. This has been the smal- 
lest contribution to chrrent expences of the church since the un- 
dersigned became pastor here. I believe employment has been better 
than any previous five years and the question is therefore raised 
as to the cause for this deficiency. The Benevolence Budget in- 
creased over last year to the amount of $45.80. Yet we are $134.60 
in arrears to the Conference and Synod. The interest on the note 
to the Synodical Mission Board has not been paid for four years. 
Some arrangement should be made to care for this obligation. 


7. BUILDING OPERATIONS: From last years pastoral report we note 

the following: That the memorial window donated by the Christians' 
and Hildebrand families was in the making. This is now completed 
with the exception of the stops which have not been put in. We no- 
te further that the Ladies add volunteered to assume the cost of 
six other windows. These have also been placed in position and 
completed except for the stops as before mentioned. The Ladies 

Aid assumed payment of a number of outstanding bills, so that their 
sum total of contributions to the building fund amounts to $1060.96 


The Building Fund Treasurer has met the payments on the Gowmt.loan 
amounting to $55.56 per month. Let each donor remember the pledge 
made for this cause.Credit is given on the chart on the back wall 
of this room. Whether any building operations will be resumed or 
not within the near future depends on what might be decided at ths

These, above mentioned truths, should not be unfamiliar w to the members 
of this congregation, but we restate them here, because some have seemingl 
for gotten them or have become indifferent in the practice of them. In 
making these statements,we base our observations on the attandance upon 
the Divine Services of the church as well as the numbers kneeling at the 
Lord's Table. There have been seventy two communicants who have not atten« 
ded the Lord’s Supper at all during the year and many of these have not 

at any time done so during the incumbancy of the present pastor. This is 
certainly an index of the spiritual life of such members. Again we admoe 
nish these to care for their souls according to the revealed will of God 
th t they perish not. The Lord's Supper was celebrated four times with 
an average of ninty guests. 

There have been eleven Baptisms. Nine of these were infants, one an ele- 
ven year old girl and one adulte Six of these were Baptized in the church 
in connection with the service. This is as it should be. The church of 
Christ has been intrusted with the means of grace, the Word and the Sa- 
craments, they should th refore be administered in the presence of the 
congregation wherever this is possible. 


The Sunday Schoofhas been conducted along the same lines as former yearse 
Miss Johanna Rasmussen has been the Supt. and Mrs. J.A-Martin, Vice Supt. 
Miss Rasmussen left ovr community the first part of Sept. to teach school 
at Mabel Oregon.

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


We have already indicated that Church=School was conducted on all the Sundays of 
the yeare The grand total attendance was 4,575 with an average attendance of 88 at each 
sessione This average is slightly less than for the year 1939 and this is due for two 
reasonse We have had smaller attendance on some of the summer Sundays than the previous 
year and the flu epidemic in December cut down an otherwise usually high church-school 
attendancee Trinity is fortunate in having one of the finest church-school faculties 
one could want. Every member of the faculty at the present time is outstanding in equip- 
ment and in talent. This is unusual. Then, too, under the extremely fine leadership of 
our superintendent, Mrs. Johanna Amundsen, and associate superintendent, Miss Eleanor 
Iversen, the work is directed by experienced minds. 


A Vacation Bible School was held again for two weeks in the month of May with an 
enrollment of 68, and an average attendance of 504. 


Confirmation school was held climaxine with Confirmation on Palm Sunday with a group 
of 13 young people being received into the church by this ritee Five adults have also 
been confirmed after receiving instruction in our Christian doctrine. In the fall of 1940, 
we began the two-year course of Confirmation instruction with those pupils who are to fin- 
ish in the spring of 1942. This arrangement has been long recommended by our Synod and 
we are now falling in line with the plan. In a year or two, you will see definite results 
from this arrangement. This means that a junior and senior school are and will be contin- 
ued simultaneously from year to year. We ere grateful for the attitude of parents already 
shown toward this new set-up. 


A teacher's training course was offered in the spring with a few working for credit. 
The subject in this course was "wy Bible". In the fall we had the privelege to have the 
director of Christian Education in our Synod, the Reverend Je Vincent Nordgren of Rock 
Island among us for one day. He held institutes throuchout the Conference and gave Trinity 
alone one afternoon session when he explained to our teachers the ‘Word of Life" series. 
Teacher's training courses will be offered in our church from time to time in order to 
prepare our teachers and workers for the important task of instructing in the word of Gode 


The Christian Educational work of our parish has been directed by the Church School 
Board consisting of Dre R. W. Kullberg, Mrs. Carl Nyland, Ann Bergman, Mrs Paul He

(12 communion ser- 
vices average participation 124) Total attendance for all services held in the 
church was 11,501. It is in the area of attendance at worship and in receiving 
the Sacrament that members bear witness or fail to bear witness to the validity 
and vitality of their church membership. Certainly a congregation bears its 
best community witness in terms of well attended services in season and out of 
season. What the new year holds in store for us in terms of advance in church 
attendance depends upon the regular attendance of every member of the congre- 
gation. 


2. Advance in Parish Education. 


A year ago the church school enrollment was 219; today it is 259 with 
an average attendance during the school year of 150. A Cradle Roll with an en- 
rollment of more than 50 has been the "feeder" for our school. Through the 
Credle Roll program your church keeps in touch with the baptized children of the 
parish and when the child attains the age of 3 years an invitation to join the 


school is sent.

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REPORT OF THE PASTOR FOR 1957 


Trinity Lutheran Church 
Astoria, Oregon 
Annual Meeting - Jan. 19, 1958 


To the Members of Trinity: 


"Grace and peace!" 


The stumbling-block of Christianity in all eges and in all places has been these 
words of Jesus: "Whosoever would save his life shall lose it; and whosoever shall 
lose his life for my sake shall find it." This insight comes to us from the pen of 
Dre O- Hallesby, for many yoars a professor in a theological seminary in Norwaye 

To the Jews these words were a stumbling-block, and to the Greeks they were fool- 
ishness. I em afraid that they sound like foolishness to many members of our cong- 
regation -- and yet they stand. We believe that Jesus spoke the truth; we believe 
that this particular part of His message is also the truth 


If we could only see it: -- The more we try to glorify ourselves, the more we 
strive to gain as much as we can for "me", the more that we struggle to push self 
forward -=- the less we have of the finer and the best things in lifes If only we 
could make all those "things" secondary, and "seek first the Kingdom of God", we 
would find that secondary things would "be added unto us". God is faithful to His 
Word; we are the ones who so often are faithless, and therefore the blessings of 
God are withheld. But in spite of our weaknesses and failures, God has been good 
to Trinity in 1957. 


As we permit our minds to wander back over 1957, many interesting and wonderful 
events focus into view. The Prayer Vigil on February 16 is something we will al- 
woys remember. All day long and into the night our people came to the church to 
pray. We were getting ready for our week of Evangelism (Feb. 24 - March 1), when 
Pastor Earl Anderson of Lake Stevens, Washington was with use The week was & won- 
derful blessing to ell of use March 10 was Youth Sunday when our Leaguers had 
charge of our Morning Worship Services. I was away during the week of March 17, 
as I served es Guest Missioner at Faith Lutheren Church in Burnaby, British Col- 
umbias The city-wide Good Friday service was held in Trinity on April 19, and of 
course we had a record attendance on Easter. Mrs. Moberg, Ethel Elfving, Casper 
Paulson, my wife, and I attended the Columbia Conference meeting at Salt Lake City 
on April 25-28 Twenty-one members were received into Trinity on May 19. We be- 
lieve that this is the largest group of adults ever to be received; these people 
came as a direct result of the visitation held in connection with our Evangelism 
Mission in February. Then on the 26th of May, 12 young people in our confirmation 
class made their vows before the altare From June 17 to 28, Daily Vacation Bible 
School was conducted with an average attendance of 65 pupils. When 11 of our stud- 
ents graduated from High School, each received a copy of Phillip's "Letters to 
Young Churches" as a gift from the congregation. Early in July, Pat Wolleson and 
Mike Foster went to the International Luther League Convention in Chicago. During 
the week of July 21, our former pastor, Roy We Ryden, and his family visited in 
Astoria and attended the congregational picnic on July 28+ Two Luther Leaguers, 
Dennis Northcraft and Sandy Fredrickson, attended the Luther League Leadership 
School at Pacific Lutheran College in August. I served as Dean of the school, and 
Mrs. Lindberg worked as one of the counsellors. On Ootober ist, Missionary Della 
Brown from Tanganyika, East Africa was here with slides and an interesting story

Bibles were given to all the children in grades 3, 4, 
and § of our Church School in November. These Bibles came as a gift from one of 
the families in our congregation, and the donor hopes to be able to give such a 
Bible to each of our Church School children as he or she reaches grade 3. Eleven 
new members were received on December lst, and the film "Martin Luther" was shown 
that evening in the church parlors. The Church School Christmas programs were 

iven on December 22 at 9:45 All and at 4 PM. There were two Christmas Services 
held, one at 11 PM on Christmas Eve, and another at 10 AM on Christmas Daye 


It was a full years It took many people, each doing his part, in order to accom- 
plish so much in 1957. We are certain that new names were written in the Book of 
oe during last year, and that makes every bit of the praying and working worth 
while. 


Trinity's membership has shown a marked increase over last year, there being now 
425 oonfirmed memberse This was due in a great measure to the Evangelism Mission 
in February. There were 49 rew merbors added to our books as follows: 12 young 
people confirmed, 16 adults confirmed, 5 adults baptized, 8 were received by trans- 
for, and 8 made a re-affirmation of their faiths We lost 18 members last year; 

15 were transferred, two were (ismissed, and one of our members died. Mrs. Mary 
Haggblom died in May; we recall that her husband died a year before here We 
remember that their lives were filled with illmess and sadnesse We know that if 
they believed in Christ in this life, that they are now united with their Saviore 


Our Church School has shown an increase alsoe There are now 295 children enrolled 
in the School. Due to help we have received from the Department of Education of 
our Church in Minneapolis, we have been able to reorganize our teaching staff so 
that we are able to proceed much more smoothly than heretoforee Mrs.» Gunnar 
Johanson is doing an excellent job of heading up our teaching staff which now 
nunbers 23. We are always in need of consecrated members of Trinity who are will- 
ing to assist with the training of our children. 


Services have been held each Sunday at 9:45 and 11:00. The average attendance 
each Sunday has been 208, which is an increase of 11 over 1956. 19 of our families 
do not live in Astoria, and 22 of our young people are in college or military ser- 
wicee There is, however, still much room for improvement as fev as Sunday atten- 
dance is concerned. There have been 14 services at which we celebrated Holy Com- 
mumion. On the average, 143 people went to the table of the Lerd each timee The 
Lord's Supper is the deepest form of worship we know, and everyone should avail 
himself of the opportunity to attend the table of the Lorde % is sad to note 
that some of our people did not receive communion at all in 1957. 


Your Pastor has officiated at 46 baptisms, 21 weddings, and £9 funerals. The 

Board of Administration has had an active year, meeting regularly once a month, 
and at special times when necessary The Board has met each 2nd Monday of the 
month at 7:30, and an hour later the group broke up in order that the Trustees
